Carnegie, Pa.—A total of 29,966 
meals have been given the needy 
from the “Free Lunch” kitchen es- 
tablished nine weeks ago by the 
Rev. H. Dominicis, pastor of Holy 
Soul’s parish, here. 

Father Dominicis, while being 
aided in his charitable work by 
means of his parish, has assumed 
full financial responsibility for the 
kitchen and has spent his own funds 
freely to purchase supplies for the 
undertaking. 

Many of the meals are sent dir- 
ectly to the home of the needy here. 
One week public school children 
were fed at the “Free Lunch” and 
Father Dominicis estimates that 
253 children were served at that 
time. A barber shop where free 
hair cuts are given to all who apply 
has also been installed.

New York.—Although he deliber- 


; itely chose to be completely poor 


‘nd mingled with the poor, Our 
Lord was not a hater of the 


3 wealthy, but merely preached the 
‘proper use to which wealth should 


be put, the Rev. Ignatius Smith, 
O.P., declared last Sunday night in 
the course of his address on “Christ 
and Wealth” over the “Oatholie 
which was broadcast over & 
network of the National Broadcast- 
ing Company, through station 
WEAF, here, and was sponsored by 
the National Council of Catholic 
Men. 

Poverty Was Complete. 

. That Christ was not a per- 
son of fabulous wealth,” Father 
Smith said, “is not a mere accident. 
He deliberately chose poverty be- 
cause it is an ornament to every 
preacher, because it would help 
Him better to save souls and as an 
example to the world in crises such 
as we are passing through now. His 
poverty was complete. ... What a 
staggering thought it is that if 
Jesus were to come back in visible 
flesh today He might decline to be 
fed and entertained by the affluent 
and might be found with the hun- 
gry in some bread line. In the face 
of such a possibility sober thoughts 
steal into the souls of the wealthy 
and encouragement into the hearts 
of the poor. ... 


“In words that echo and thunder 
down through the halls of time, in 
words that he would repeat were 
He to come back to us again, Christ 
preached to His audience the value 
of the poverty that He shared with 
them and the danger of the riches 
which they might be hoarding or 
towards which they might be reach- 
ing with greedy and envious hands, 
But with all of this Christ is not a 
hater of the wealthy nor did He 
minimize the important role that 
wealth may play in the program of 
progress. 


Had Wealthy Friends 


“Christ counted men and women 
of wealth among His close personal 
friends. He recognized the right 
of private ownership, except for 
those who were climbing the exalt- 
ed heights of asceticism. What a 
distinguished gathering of influen- 
tial friends would be assembled 
were the wealthy friends of Christ 
to meet at dinner. . ..He was not a 
hater of the rich and He was not an 
insincere demagogue. To His 
friends of wealth Jesus preached 
the same message that He pro- 
claimed to the poor. He approved 
the institution of wealth but He 
fearlessly pointed out that riches 
were a menace to salvation; that 
wealth was a trust bestowed upon 
the rich for the service of the dis- 
tressed that a divine scrutiny would 
be made at the Judgment seat of 
the use to which persons of wealth 
had put their fortune. And how the 
fears of Jesus about the effects of 
avarice are justified in our society 
today! ee
